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ALBERTA BUSINESS TRENDS 


Alberta farmers cash receipts from farming operations totalled $560.7 million to the 
end of the third quarter 1971, an increase of 8% over the same period last year. Cash receipts 
from grain were up 30%; receipts from livestock showed a slight decrease of 1% due mainly to 
lower prices in the hog industry. 

Preliminary figures to the end of October indicate the value of building permits issued 
in the province reached $455 million compared to $329 million last year. The number of dwell- 
ing starts over the January -September 1971 period was more than double last year's figure. 
Construction of apartment units in particular increased drastically over 1970. 

The value of Alberta manufacturers shipments for the January-September 1971 period, 
at $1,436 million was 4% higher than for the same period of 1970. The continuing firmness of 
the livestock market in the province is reflected in packing plant sales which were 7% above 
sales in the first nine months of 1970. Increased construction activity both in the province and 
in our major export markets has led to an 80% increase over the same period last year in sales 
of lumber. Oil refinery production to the end of August was up 5.3%. 

Production of all petroleum products over the January-August 1971 period was substan- 
tially above production in the same period last year. Only sulphur showed a decrease in value 
of sales due to the world oversupply situation. Production of coalreached 6.1 million tons over 
the first nine months of 1971. The value of production, at $28.9 million, was 76% higher than 
an 17, 

Wholesale trade volume to the end of the third quarter reached $1,334 million com- 
pared to $1,224 million a year earlier. Only sales of farm supplies, metals and metal work 
showed significant decreases from last year. Wholesale trade in Calgary was up 14.5% and in 
Edmonton 4.1% over this period. Retail trade over the first eight months of the year was up 
5.8% over last year. Department stores registered the greatest increase in sales followed by 
grocery stores, and service stations. 

The all-items consumer price index for Edmonton-Calgary declined by 0.2% during 
the latest month. Its October 1971 level of 128.9 was 2.5% higher than that of October 1970. 
Between September and October the food index declined 1.3% while all other indexes increased 
slightly with the exception of Tobacco; Alcohol which remained constant. 

The provincialunemployment rate increased to 3.7% in October from 3,1% the previous 


month. There were approximately 25,000 persons unemployed out of a total labour force of

82nd and Red Deer 68th in average income in.1969. The average income per taxable return 
(1968 figures in brackets) in these cities was $6, 491($6, 111), $6, 353 ($5, 876), ES), lore) (aay oes)

As at August 1, 1971 capacity of the 1,555 licensed grain elevators in Alberta was 
142.3 million bushels. A year earlier there were 1,584 licensed elevators with a capacity of 


143. 4 million bushels in the province. 


Airport activity statistics for 1970 indicate that 1.4 million passengers arrived and 
enplaned at the Calgary International Airport, 706,000 at the Edmonton International Airport 
and 367,000 at the Edmonton Industrial Airport during the year. These airports ranked 5th, 
8th and 9th respectively among Canadian Airports in total numbers of arriving and enplaned 


passengers. 


In the first half of 1971 the number of international charter passengers arriving at and 
departing from the Calgary International Airport was 18,557. The comparable figure for Ed- 


monton in this period was 16,464 passengers. 


Principal statistics for coalmines in Alberta indicate there were 26 establishments in 
1970 employing an average of 1, 743 persons throughout the year. Total salaries and wages a- 
amounted to$14 million, The value of production in 1970 was $30.3 million and total value add- 


ed was approximately $18.7 million. 


The value of mineral production in Alberta increased from $1,092 million in 1968 to 
$1,394 million in 1970. Of this total,production of crude petroleum amounted to $845 million 
or 61% and natural gas production accounted for a further $300 million or 22%. The Alberta 


figure was approximately 24% of total value of Canadian mineral production during the year.

Alberta was reported as the province of first destination for Canadian manufactured goods totalling $1,968 million in 
value during 1967, Of this total, shipments by Alberta manufacturers comprised $884 million or 45%; manufacturers in other 
provinces shipped $1,084 million worth of goods to Alberta during the year. Shipments by Alberta manufacturers to other pro- 
vinces in 1967 amounted to $514 million*, resulting in a net inflow of manufactured goods into the province from other provinces 


in the order of $570 million. 


Shipments to Alberta by food and beverage industries amounted to $483 million or 25% of total shipments. Metal fab- 
ricating industries reported the next highest value of shipments at $176 million, followed by chemical and chemical products in- 


dustries ($132 million), motor vehicle manufacturers ($120 million), primary metal industries ($120 million), petroleum pro- 


ducts industries ($119 million), and electrical products industries ($118 million), 

In the above table Newfoundland, Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia and New Brunswick were arbitrarily grouped under 
the heading Atlantic Provinces due to the relatively small volume of shipments from these provinces to Alberta, The necessary 
withholding of data in order to meet the secrecy requirements of the Statistics Act also limits the amount of information which 


can be released for certain provinces and for certain industries. For this reason shipment totals for individual industries may 


not add u 


to industry group totals or to the total value of shipments to Alberta.
